NOVEL C PROCESS.

For several months Peter Horn-dyk- e,

a well-know- n gold-miu- er of
the San Juan country, has been
coming-t- Durango on weekly visits
buying each time all the beef-hide- s

he could find. As be took the bides
mountainward, many wondered to
what purpose they were being put.
A reporter met Mr. Horndyke and
bluntly asked him what ho was
doing with so many hides.

"Well, now that I have proven
my theory correct, I have no objec-

tion to telling your readers of my
doings. You see that all gold-hunte- rs

know that much gold known
as 'float' Is washed away contia
uously. To catch this by any means
has always proved impossible, al-

though tried by many different
methods from the tail of sluices and
running streams. Last spring I
luckily thought of a method which
is rapidly making me a rich man."

"How do you do it?" was imme-

diately asked.
"Why, with hides. It's the sim-

plest thing you ever saw. The
Animas river tributaries come from
the best gold-bearin- g sections in the
country. This being the case much
fine or flower-gol- d must pass down
the stream. L'p above I arranged
my plans by selecting a point where
the river cuts directly to the bank.
Here I placed a hide on stakes,
allowing the water to skim over it ;

the hair being placed up stream, of
coarse it caught up all the float of
all kinds. After leaving the hide
in this position for a week, 1 took it
out and examined It thoroughly, but
could discover no trace of gold.
Being determined to give my experi-
ment a thorough test, I cut up
several pieces and burned them in
an old pan. In panning the ashes I
was rewarded with over $2 in gold.
Since that I hovo devoted my time
to setting every hide I could buy,
and now I have fifty in place at
various points. On my clean-up- s,

which I make on each hide at the
end of two weeks, I realize from $00
to 90 in pure gold, which I secure
by retorting the ashes of the hides."

CARRYINC CONCEALED WEAPONS.

Win. Wliigham, who was re-

manded from .the 13th inst. for carry-
ing a concealed weapon, pleaded
guilty yesterday in the Police Court,
but gave as . extenuating circum-
stances that he carried the same
weapon ou the 30th of last June
and for some time afterwards until
the New Constitution was signed, as
did nearly all the other members of
the Honolulu Rilles. After that he
had not carried it until the morning
of election, having resigned from
the Rifles in the meantime ho was
informed by a friend that if he
voted or worked for any member of
the Opposition party, ho would be
pinned to a lamp-pos- t. Being an
American citizen he thought he had
a right to vote for John Cummins or
whom he pleased on the other ticket,
and not be interfered with, so car-

ried the pistol to protect his life.
His Honor in passing sentence

said until he hcaid the explanation
he was inclined to line the defen-
dant the full penalty, but under the
circumstances he would be more
lenient. He was determined, how-

ever, to put a stop to this pro-

miscuous carrying of arms. He
noticed himself on election day
men on King and Bcretania streets
with guns on their shoulders, and
he would give iustructions to the
police in future to arrest anyone
they suspect of having arms whether
concealed or not, and if they came
before hira no matter if they were
the highest in the kingdom he would
fine them the full penalty. He had

.been a 'policeman himself for over
twenty years and had not carried a
weapon over twenty times. The
defendant was fined 815 and $1
costs.

HABITS OF THE CZAR.

A correspondent writing from St.
Petersburg says: ' 'Strenuous ef-

forts have been made to keep the
terrible, weakness of Alexander III
for liquor from the public, but it
has been extensively whispered ever
since he had his first delirium tre-

mens. Alexander III, shortly after
the assassination of bis father, had
recourse to stimulants in order to
nerve himself sufficiently to meet
the real and imaginary dangers
which beset him, and the habit ra-

pidly became one of necessity rather
than choice. From this point be-

gan what would have been to a man
in private life his downward career,
but the divinity that erects and
maintains a well-ke- and evergreen
hedge- - around a sovereign also dulls
the senses of his subjects to indif-

ference as to whether he is a drunk-
ard or not.

"This, however, the Czar of Rus-

sia is: A hopeless and ofttimes
helpless sot. Among those nearest
to him it is well known, but never
mentioned except in whispers, that
he had several times suffered from
that most frightful of all species of
insanity, delirium tremens, and the
narrator alleges, his cruelty to those
who were so unfortunate as to come
under his hand upon these occasions
would have appealed to the finer
sensibilities of the King of Daho.
mey and caused that fiendish mo-

narch to shed tears of compassion.
In his lucid intervals he is reason-
able and even sagacious ; but when
under the influence of champagne or
brandy, which two liquors are most
delightful to the imperial palate, not
even his ministers, and, least of 'all.
his wife and children, can restrain
his tendency to imperil his personal
safety by exposing himself to the
attacks of his secret foes in his un-

governable recklessness. It is told
of this imperial maniac, that on one
occasion, M. de Gicrs was driven
from the Czar's presence with lan-
guage unfit to be heard in the lowest
haunts of infamy, after having been
summoned by his sovereign to re-

port upon some matter affecting
Russia's foreign policy, and that the
Czar's conduct so outraged him that
he was only induced to retain his
office at the earnest entreaty of
friends and upon the Czar's subse-

quent apology."

THE PATENT MEDICINE TRADE OF

ENCLAND.

The patent medicine trade is a
great and growing ono in England.
During the year 1880 179,071 were
paid by .manufacturers . of these
articles to the Government in the
shape of stamp taxes. In 1805 the
sum paid was only 55,333, and in
1875 it was 8114,323. The quantity
of medicine placed on the market
in the ten years 1875-8- 5 did not
increase so largely as it did in the
ten years from 18G5 to 1875. The
"Pall Mall Gazette" says that as
the value of the stamp or label is
one-eig- of the total value of the
article stamped, an approximate
estimate of the total value of the
trade in those goods is possible. On
the basis given, the above journal
says tho expenditure of the people
for this class of medicine has in-

creased in twenty-on- e years from
8497,997 to 1,611,039. Brad-Btreet- 's,

At the regular quarterly meeting
of the Queen's Hospital, held yes-

terday, the following gentlemen

ending Aug. 31st was submitted.

To the Trustees of the Queen's Hos-

pital,
Gentlemen: I have the honor to

submit the following report for the
Quarter ending Aug. 31, 1887:

The total number of patients at
present in Hospital is 50, viz: 30
Hawaiians (14 males and 16 fe-

males), 1 Chinese, 5 Japanese, and
14 of other nationalities ; 19 paying.
The number of admissions during
the quarter was 97, viz: 38 Ha-

waiians i (25 males and 13 females),
11 Chinese, 7 Japanese, and 41 of
other nationalities.

Discharged, 71, viz: 23 Ha-

waiians (20 males and 3 females),
11 Chinese, 3 Japanese, and 34

other nationalities.
Deaths, 17, viz: 6 Hawaiians (5

males and 1 female), 1 Chinese, 2

Japanese, and 8 of other national-tie- s.

The causes of death were as fol-

lows : Abscess of liver, 1 ; Acci
dent, 1 ; Bright's Disease, 1 ; Can-

cer, 1 ; Consumption, 7 ; Disease of
Brain, 1 ; Disease of Heart, 2 ; Fe-

ver, 1 ; Gunshot wound, 1 ; Scro-

fula, 1.

tients was 58; lowest, 40; daily
average, 49.

1,248.
